D.B. Noyes - JACG 


I recently purchased RUBBER STAMP by H.ENT SOFTWARE, 
and have found it a dandy tool for inking address and 
return-address labels. Standard PRINT SHOP graphics, 
graphics nade especially for RUBBER STAHP. or graphics 
which can be converted to sane, nay be used, along with 
text -of varying fonts, on the labels. There are editors 
for both text and graphics to enable one to nodify. or if 
artistic, to generate one's own text and graphics. I 
would consider nyself a rank aaateur in ny skills with it 
at present - but this has neither danpened ay enthusiasa. 
nor prevented ae froa generating soae very decent labels. 
Perhaps when I becoae aore acquainted with RUBBER STAHP I 
will 'deao' it for the club. 

As far as ease to use. I have found it better to use 
the annual infrequently, as it tends to be soaewhat 
confusing to ae. Experiaenting seeaed to generate aore 
success than trying to follow the annual. 

In typical Noyes fashion - less than three weeeks 
after I purchased RUBBER STAHP. a public-doaain labelling 
prograa utilizing PRINT SHOP graphics and text fonts 
appeared in the April issue of ANTIC. Although it doesn’t 
have all the "bells and whistles' that RUBIER STAHP does - 
it has the RIGHT price!

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Packing Strings in FORTH 

By Robert Neyers 

Handling strings in FORTH can be naddening. I speak 
froa experience. I have Bade repeated atteapts at clearing 
PAD (the teaporary buffer), writing to it, sending the 
contents to the disk and keeping track of the string on 
the disk. Even when it works, I can’t reaeaber how to do 
it the next tiae. The hallaark of FORTH is siaplicity, but 
it can be coaplicated at tiaes. There is a way, however, 
if go back to the beginning. In ay case, this aeans 
rereading the standard books before losing the thread or 
dozing off, e.g. Brodie, Winfield and, a new one on 
FORTH-83, Mastering FORTH, by Anderson and Tracy. 

FORTH stores characters in three basic ways: (1) at 
PAD (the teaporary buffer), (2) as ASCII nuabers in 
variable arrays or (3) in sequences of bytes on disk. The 
least peraanent of these is PAO which is written over 
constantly. Variables are aore peraanent since they are 
reserved spaces in aeaory and are not written over. The 
•ost peraanent, however, is the disk itself. This is where 
you would want to store database inforaation. When given 
an address of one of these three locations, COUNT returns 
the nuaber stored at the original address and, at the 
second position on the stack, the next address. Thus PAD 
COUNT will return the nuaber at PAD and the address of the 
second byte in the buffer. When given a nuaber n and an 
address adr, TYPE prints n characters starting at adr. 
TYPE will print to screen or the printer, if it is open. 
COUNT TYPE then work in tandea to output text. COUNT gets 
the length and the starting address of the text and TYPE 
outputs it. The nain problea in putting this together is 
insuring that the length of the string is in the first 
byte. That Mans that, if we are using PAD to store the 
text, we have to find a way of storing the length of the 
text in the first byte with the text itself starting in 
the second. 

A string with the length in the first position is 
called "packed* string." The trick is to get the length of 
the string when you input it and pack the string, i.e. 
nove everything over so the length can go first. FORTH-83 
contains SPAN which stores the length of a string as it is 
input, but Fig-FORTH (e.g. ValFORTH, API FORTH and the 
public-doaain FORTH available in the library) has no such 
word. 

A word that solves the problea is CPACK. Given a 
destination address, CPACK will do three things: 1. it 
waits for up to 80 characters to be input up to a return, 
2. it stores the length in the first byte, and 3. it aoves 
the length byte and string to the address. The definition, 
siaplified froa Winfield, p. SI, is: 

: CPACK \ dest adr— 

.* >' CR QUERY CR 1 WORD HERE 
DUP O It ROT SWAP CHOVE | 

CPACK eliainates the need to clear the string or buffer 


before you use it. Since the length of the string is 
stored in the first byte, you can print the string you 
input no Mtter what else is in the string. CPACK also 
saves the trouble of eliainatinq trailing blanks. You also 
don’t need a special definition type for string arrays; 
the noraal array type becoMS a string array because the 
length is in the first byte. 

To illustrate, try PAO CPACK. The ’>’ will appear. 
Type in what you want; PAD COUNT TYPE will get it back. 
(For convenience, define 6ET as COUNT TYPE.) Or we can set 
up an array. Enter: 

0 VARIABLE TEST 12 ALLOT 

This creates an array TEST, initialized to 0 and reserves 
the following 12 bytes. That leans we have a 13-byte array 
with one extra to store the length. (VARIABLE reserves a 
16-bit nuaber while ALLOT reserves 8-bit locations—thus a 
total of 14 bytes.) If we now try TEST CPACK, we can input 
text to TEST and retrieve it when we wish with TEST GET. 

The useful application of CPACK is to store strinqs 
on disk. The following words allow you to store a list of 
grocery iteas on disk, then read then to the printer. If 
you want the itea put on your shopping list, type ’Y’ when 
the itea appears. The idea derives for a well-known BASIC 
prograa (see ABCs OF ATARI COMPUTERS, p. 70), but as usual 
the FORTH equivalent is lore elegant and shorter. The 
prograa is written in ValFORTH.

ITEM keeps track of the current itea; FIRST-SCREEN is the 
screen on the disk where the iteas are stored; I use 161 
since it is usually at the end of the disk out of the way. 
WHERE? calculates the address of the itea wanted on the 
disk. Note that the aaxiaua length for each itea is 13 
bytes: 13 plus 1 for the length to a total of 16. This is 
convenient since 16 divides equally into 128, the size of 
a block in ValFORTH. It is too difficult and not worth it 
to save disk data as one continuous string; when a string 
you want to save falls at the crease between blocks, you 
have to save part on one, get the next block, then store 
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the rest. Th« last word* SEEITEHS* reads through the iteas 
on the disk until it findfs one with a length of 0, i.e. 
the last one. 

Of course* no iteas are stored on screen 161 when you 
load the screens. Wien you first run it* the pointer in 
•ITEM is 0. FILE* will allow you to input iteas* then aake 
the next itea current. Type FILE*. Wien the caret appears* 
enter* say* CARROTS* then return. Type FILE* again and 
enter the next itea* say PEAS. Continue until you have 
input the iteas you usually shop for. later* if you want 
to add iteas* run SEEITENS to the last itea* then use 
FILE*. SEEITEHS will read the file and ask whether you 
want a printout or not for each itea as it appears on the 
screen. In this way* you nake your own shopping list of 
iteas you need. 

The prograa is not fancyi there is no title or 
special foraatting to give a pleasing display, like FORTH 
itself* it is short and functional — the beauty is in the 
prograa. 

As you can see* these techniques can be extended. You 
can aake databases and file card prograas in which you 
store aaterial directly to disk so you can retrieve it 
later. It even looks pretty siaple once you see how to do 
it. 


ATARIHRITER AND UORDPROCESSIN6 MACROS 

Barry R. Ueissaan - JACS 

One of the niceties that I aiss when doing 
wordprocessing with ay ATARI is the convience of MACROS. 
That is the ability to assign other words* letters or 
syabois to a key or series of key strokes. Hell never 
fear* you too can generate aacros for your wordprocessor. 
I will talk about ATARIHRITER +, but the idea is 
applicable to any other wordprocessing prograa. 

ATARIHRITER * has the ability to aerge other files 
into the current file. To do this* just press OPTION L* 
then the file naae and that file is added to your current 
file. 

To create a aacro* just create a separate file for any 
words* letters or syabois that you need. Store then with 
a siaple file naae and recall then with OPTION L. To give 
you an exaaple: I store the codes needed for special 
printing characters such as bold* italics or underlining. 
Also* if I an using a word or phrase aany tines in a 
letter* I’ll aake a aacro file so I won't aake any 
aistakes typing it each tiae. 




Writ* a Speech 
For the Boss

BOSS: a I need to write a speech for our aarketing 
convention in las Vegas next aonth.

The boss knows how to give orders (that is why he is 
the boss) but he is not a writer. So that is why you have 
a job. Uhat to do? 


So you juap on your tiae aachine and set the tiae 
controls for the year 1943* and the location controls for 
library of the Coaaand and 6eneral Staff School at Forth 
Leavenworth* Kansas. Off the shelf you pick the staff 
officer’s annual Aray Field Manual FN 101-3 and turn to 
the section on the five-paragraph field order. Perhaps 
this any give you the structure for the speech your boss 
wants to aake. 

Uhat is the five-paragraph field order? The easiest 
way to explain it is with a diagraa. 

So once aore you hop back into your tiae aachine and 
set the tiae controls for the suaaer of 1916* and the 
location controls for France and the battlefields of 
Verdun (the scene of the greatest aass slaughter in huaan 
history). 

Froa the battlefield you pick up one of the standard 
British Lee-Enfield rifles and exaaine the sighting 
aechanisa. The end of the barrel has a rectangular 
projection that you can see when you peer through the 
circular opening (adjustable for yardage and windage) in 
the sight. You have to center the rectangle in the circle 
and then pull the trigger. 

Here is a picture: 



You can use the sight to visualize the five-paragraph 
field order. 

The life of the aray staff officer revolves around 
planning and preparation. When the general issues an 

order* it is in the forn of a carefully prepared docuaent 
in a rigidly defined fornat. > 
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Paragraph On« is dedicated to Intelligence. Paragraph 
One A (l.a) covers intelligence of the eneay ( and we can 
visualize it as the top half of the circle. Paragraph One 
B (l.b) covers inforaation of supporting units* 
represented by the tuo circle sectors at lover left and 
lover right. 

Paragraph Two defines the nission of the contend as a 
whole: "This batallion will attack on the vhole front to 
capture Pork Chop hill. 1 In the diagraa we can represent 
this paragraph as the rectangle in center of the lover 
half of the circle. 

Paragraph Three is: nission of front line troops* and 
the top third of our rectangle. 

Paragraph Four is: nission of supply troops* and the 
botton third of our rectangle. 

Paragraph Five is: location of the connand post 
(where to find the general)* and the niddle third of our 
rectangle in the diagraa. 


So now ve have the fraaevork (with its own aneaonic) 
for a speech for our boss for any occasion at any nonent 
in tine. Here is a saaple speech that covers all the 
bases. 


1. a. He are being clobbered by the coapetition* who 
are now offering coaputers with larger aeaories and faster 
access speeds at lover prices. The governaent has lowered 
trade barriers so that foreign producers are now able to 
undercut our prices. 

1. b. Congress is aware of our plight and is about to 
give us soae needed tax advantages. 

2. Our aarketing plan for this year is to bring out 
innovative software that will raise our aarket share froa 
8 per cent to 10 per cent. ■ 

3. Our sales staff is gearing up to handle a 20 per 
cent expansion of our custoaer list. 

4. Our supply departaent will be able to handle a 20 
percent increase in sales. 

5. I will be touring our dealer sales offices and can 
be reached at any tiae by calling our hoae office nuaber. 

Your boss is back in the office. So how did the speech go 
over at Las Vegas? 

BOSS: "That was a great speech that I wrote. It was the 
hit of the convention. Now I have to write another one 
like it for the suaaer convention in Honolulu."

The hardest choice of any prograaaer is: Which 
language? 

For his nicroconputer he can choose iron any one of a 
dozen* ranging alphabetically froa Asseabler at one end to 
Prolog at the other. 

Here is a tabulation of the principal features of ten 
high-level languages. The ratings are on a scale froa 1 to 
5 (very poor-1* poor-2* fair-3, good-4* excellent-5) and 
the following t stands for best-in-category.

Nuaerical coaputation aeans ability to support 
applications that do extensive nuaber crunching. FORTRAN, 
although it is the oldest of these languages* is the clear 
winner and the overvhelaing favorite of engineers and 
aatheaaticians. The losers are COBOL* Forth and LISP. 

Character handling has a winner in BASIC* with C, 
LISP and Logo in second place. The loser here is FORTRAN. 

Data structures involves the ability to support 
records* lists and arrays. The winners are Modula-2 and 
Pascal* with C and COBOL in second place. PILOT* the ► 
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loser* only supports sinple variables and character 
strings. 

Control structures aeans support for IF-THEN-ELSE* a 
CASE stateaent* counted loops* conditional loops* 
functions and subroutines* and recursion. The winner is 
Hodula-2* with C and Pascal in second place. PILOT 
finishes last. 

Console input/output refers to ease of reading and 
writing data to the console. BASIC is the clear winner* 
with LISP and COBOL the losers. 

File input/output covers ease of reading and writing 
data to disk files. COBOL is the clear winner* followed by 
Hodule-2. The losers are LISP* Logo and PILOT. 

Subroutine interface covers passing data to and fron 
subroutines and functions. Nodula-2 is tops* with FORTRAN 
in second place. BASIC* COBOL and PILOT stand at the 
bottoa. 

Low-level operations refers to the ability to handle 
bits and bytes* needed to interface with the coaputer 
hardware such as writing a driver routine for a serial 
interface to a nodes. C is the winner here (in fact, the 
(MIX operating systea was written in C as were Fraaework 
and dBASE III and the PC version of SAS) with Forth and 
Hodula-2 in second place. PILOT is the clear loser. 

User friendly refers to ease of understanding as well 
as writing* coapiling and executing a prograa. Logo* the 
winner* can be taught to children just past the reading 
age. C and Forth are powerful tools in the hands of 
experts but they give no protection against stupid 
aistakes and thus can be frustrating to beginners. 

These evaluations are all froa chapter 13 of a book 
by coaputer expert Charles F. Taylor who taught coaputer 
prograaaing* probability* statistics and inventory theory 
as a aeaber the faculty of the Naval Postgraduate School. 
The book (TAB BOOKS, 1984* 360 pages, $16) is entitled 
'The Haster Handbook of High-Level Nicroconputer 
Languages* and shows you how to create your own address 
book in any one of the ten languages. (*Uhat better way to 
find out which language is best for you?*)

followed by BASIC, C, Modula-2 and FORTRAN. 

For scientific applications? you would pick FORTRAN 
or one of the general purpose languages. 

For conputer-aided instruction the ranking would be 
PILOT followed by Logo and LISP and BASIC.

The last routine I have included displays graphics 2 text 
on the top of the screen.

5. 6EH: A new version of the 6EH interface is now 
available.

People aay hesitate to pay $300 for 
partial IBH eaulation capability. 

7. DEHO: Three volunteers agreed to stage deaos for the 
520 (using single-sided disks) for the next Meting. 

8. HEETIN6 ST: A notion was aade and approved that the 
club be asked to purchase a aore capable ST systea for 
aeetings* including the now standard double density disk. 

9. SERVICIN6: Dependable Parts in Chathaa will provide 
servicing. 

10. NEH DISK: Has word processing* graphics* 3 gaMS and 1 
tutorial. 

11. BASIC: A new fast* structured BASIC called 6FA BASIC 
was deao'ed and is available for $60. It is coaparable to 
Turbo Basic on the 8-bit aachine. 

. 12. SIHULATIQN: There is a new siaulation gaM called 
Barbary Coast. 

13. KIT: A develpper's kit can still be obtained fron ► 


Atari. 

14. THE ATARI ST EXPLORES: An excellent single voluae 
reference to the ST is finally available (John Braga* 
Kuaa) for $15. 

15. UTILITIES: There was a deao of a new library disk 
containing a raadisk with autoaatic file copying to the 
raadisk at startup. Coaaand TOS was also deao'ed.

I wasn't sure about the aeaninq of CAD so I turned to 
the dictionary for clarification. I’ll share what I found 
with you: 

cad (kad)i n.Kcadetl* a nan or boy whose behavior is 
not gentleaenly; ill-aannered fellow. 

Kith that cleared up ( I'll beqin to review our disk 
of the aonth. 3-0 CAD (DISK I 105) - Three Diaensional 
Coaputer Aided Design. This prograa was written by Steven 
J. Ulstad. It is the best public doaain CAD prograa I’ve 
seen. Anyone considering the purchase of Super 3-D 
Plotter II will find this disk a great introduction to 
CAD. 

Hhen the prograa is first loaded you will see a 
welcoae screen froa StPtAtCJE. Thanks to a library 
exchange between StPtAtCtE and Librarian San Cory this 
disk* and nany aore have been added to our library. 

The selection aenu provides a HELP option* and a 
CAD3D option. The CAD Menu has eight functions available. 
This next bit of advice I can never seea to reaeaber... 
THE EJISTIN6 SCREEN IS CLEARED FROM HENORY WHEN THE CAD 
FUNCTION IS SELECTED. In fact I had soae really 
spectacular 3D designs to show at the aeetinq* but I 
pressed CAD and erased then (only kiddinq). 

What I’n really trying to say is that soae of the 
aenu choices are not obvious. Even after reading the 
docuaentation it takes experiaentation to get the 'feel* 
of the systea. 

The hardest part of the prograa to understand was the 
use of the cursor* as well as the joystick in the CAD 
Drawing node. The cursor is positioned at the Axis you 
are planning to draw. For the longest tiae I could only 
draw two diaensional objects because I kept aissing the 
role of the cursor. 

I have had this disk for a aonth and still don't know 
everything I would like to about it. For exaaple* I * 
think I can draw each piece of furniture in ay living to 
scale* and aerqe then together in different places using 
this prograa’s aerge function. Qne thing is certain... 
this prograa provides everything you need to design your 
new kitchen* see what your house would look like with 
doraers* or any other design task you aay want to try. 

As an added bonus* the Flip Side of the disk has a 
.variety of utility proqraas as well as... Yes* another CAD 
prograa. This CAO prograa is written in BASIC. Uhile it ► 


is easier to use* it does not have all of the features* 
nor does it have 3D capability. XY PLOT/6RAPH/ENTRY is an 
X to Y plotting systea which generates a nice line graph 
which can be printed. HENUHKR2 is a aenu creator prograa 
which I’ve seen before. 

This disk is an exaaple of the Hiqh Quality disks 
which can be found in our library. He try to deaonstrate 
disks which have exceptional value and perfornance* and I 
can proaise you that we are not running out of these very 
special Public Doaain floods.

Together* they are a nice package.... 

The graphics on these gaaes are very nice* so that 
you can tell the difference between an giant leech and a 
dust wraith if one happens to attack you. the aniaation 
of your character is such better than that of the 
aonsters* and you can tell the difference between the 
three different sword attacks: parry* attack* and thrust. 
You can also use a bow. 

Out of each of the three gaaes-on-a-disk* there are 
four levels of dungeon each and three difficulty levels* 
that is* you have 38 different varieties of play. Whew! 
There are also aany traps and secret doors to find. 

One of the Upper Reaches of Apshai levels is so easy* 
it's alaost a joke! Have you ever construed a field nouse 
as a nonster? Hell* you will get laughs fron the prospts

a gane keeping your interest for years* forget it. This 
wears out in about 10 nonths* leaving you in the dust.
